MARSEILLE, France, Jan. 22— 
Italian officials announced late to- 
day that all of the 412 passengers 
aboard the burned Italian motor- 
ship Orazio had been rescued, de- 
spite heavy seas and speed with 
which fire ravaged the vessel yes- 
terday off the south coast of 
France. 

Local agents of the Italian line, 
owners of the vessel, said that “only 
a few” members of the crew of 231 
6till were missing after a new 
check-up of survivors taken aboard 
half a dozen rescue ships.

Harrowing Stories 


Told By Survivors 
MARSEILLE, France. Jan. 22.— 

First sur of approximately

veloped the 11,669-ton ship in 

flame and destroyed all but. two 
of her lifeboats. 

The 47 survivors brought to safe- 
ty by a French auxiliary cruiser 
said most of the Orazio’s passengers 
and crew threw themselves into the 
stormy Mediterranean, where they 
were picked up by lifeboats launch- 
ed from three Italian merchant- 
ships and two French warships 
Standing by. 

MORE SURVIVORS DUE 

More survivors were due today 
aboard two French destroyers. Spe- 
cial hospitals were ready to care 
for those who suffered burns and 


exposure. 
Kefugees from the abandoned 


South America-bound liner said the 
explosion occurred about 5 a.m. yes- 
terday in her engine room while she 
was fighting her way through a 
tempest 60 miles off Barcelona. 


LIFEBOATS LAUNCHED 

While two French warships, the 
23,350-ton Italian liner Conte Bian- 
camano, the 11,600-ton Italian liner 
Colombo and the 5,441-ton Italian 
freighter Rena put out their boats 
the two remaining Orazio lifeboats 
were launched. 

All survivors in Genoa said the 
origin of the fire was not known, 
but that it apparently broke out 
yesterday morning while the Orazio 
was 20 miles off Toulon, 

They said the Conte Biancamano 
had taken the Orazio in tow and, 
according to their latest informa- 
tion, she still was afloat.

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Another Record 


Edmonton taxpayers set up a new rec- 
ord in advance paying, when they handed 
in $1,101,492 of this year’s taxes during 
the fifteen day prepayment period. The 
figure is about $32,000 more than last 
year’s total, not a remarkable gain, but 
large enough to show that prepaying has 
become a fixed habit with many and is 
growing in popularity. 

Prepayments were made on the basis 
of last year’s taxes. The levy on property 
for the year was $3,573,755. Assuming 
this year’s estimates will not run beyond 
that figure, upwards of one-third the cur- 
rent year’s levy is already in bank to the 
city’s credit, a corresponding number of 
taxpayers are done with city tax worries 
until next January, and the difficulties of 
civic financing have been reduced substan- 
tially more than a third. 


An International Figure 


The name of Senator Borah has long 
been familiar to Canadian readers, fre- 
quently as an opponent of causes they 
would rather have seen him support. He 
played a foremost part in keeping the 
United States out of the League of Na- 
tions, fought reciprocity with Canada in 
1911, opposed the revision of the neutral- 
ity law at the recent special session of 
Congress, and throughout his long career 
has been a front rank champion of United 
States aloofness.from world affairs ex- 
cept where American material interests 
were definitely involved. 

But he was an inveterate foe of mon- 
opolistic impositions, and a stout sup- 
porter of legislative reforms, notably in 
respect to the employment of child labor. 

He has been for many years one of the 
outstanding men in the political life of his 
country. His passing removes one of the 
powerful human factors influencing the 
course of its foreign policy; as well as the 
trend of its domestic legislation. 


Russia Buys Canadian Wheat 


Winnipeg grainmen are quite sure a 
million bushels of wheat sold to Russia will 
not be forwarded to Germany, because of 
transportation difficulties and costs. 
Probably not. But it will feed the Rus- 
sian garrison at Vladivostok, and thus 
release a corresponding amount of Rus- 
sian wheat for Germany—assuming Rus- 
sia has wheat to spare. The less of any 
useful war material Russia can buy 
abroad, the less will reach the enemy, di- 
rectly or indirectly. 

The point is not to be overlooked, how- 
ever, that Russia would have had no trou- 
ble getting wheat elsewhere if Canadian 
owners had refused to sell, or had been 
forbidden to sell. It can buy all its wants 
in the United States or Argentina; prob- 
ably is buying there also. Refusal to fill 
its order would have left Canada’s surplus 
a zillion bushels larger than it is, would 
not have reduced by a bushel the amount 
Russia can ship to Germany, and would 
have offered an affront to a country with 
which we are at peace. 

Repugnant as is the thought that Can- 
adian wheat should take the place of Rus- 
sian wheat shipped to Germany, the fact 
is Russia would be able to get replace- 
ments elsewhere and could ship precisely 
the same amount to Germany if Canada 
refused to sell it a bushel. 


Parliament Has the Power 

A majority of the judges of the Su- 
preme Court of Canada have decided that 
parliament has power to forbid appeals to 
the Privy Council, and thus make the 
Court the last resort in civil cases and in 
the interpretation of constitutional law. 
The question was submitted as the result 
of a bill introduced at the last regular ses- 
sion by Hon. C. H. Cahan, a former secre- 
tary of state and member for one of the 
Quebec seats. 

Four provinces, British Columbia, On- 
tario, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, 
argued before the Court that parliamer 
had not the suthority to do what was prc- 
posed. Manitoba took the opposite stand 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, Quebec and Prince 
Edward Island did not present cases, be- 
ing apparently indifferent as to the out- 
come, On behalf of the Dominion it was 
argued that parliament had the power; 
and this is the decision of the Court, two 
judges dissenting in particulars. 

Parliament, it is to be supposed, will 


proceed to deal with the bill at the coming 
session. That it will pass seems probable, 
unless the opposing and “neutral” prov- 
inces carry the fight onto the floor of the 
House and rally members in geographical 
contingents against it. 


Whatever comes of the bill, it has been 
established that parliament can shut off 
appeals to the Privy Council if it wants to. 
That the power will be exercised seems the 
more likely because the proposal comes 
from a Quebec member. The right of ap- 
peal has been held to be one of the safe- 
guards of that province against infringe- 
ment of its treaty-born rights. 


‘The Farmer's Case 


Delegates to the U-F.A. convention 
could not see why, if everyone else is to 
be guaranteed as to his income, the farmer 
should be left out. The manufacturer, 
they noted, is protected by the tariff, and 
the wage-earner by minimum wage laws; 
wherefore, they argued, the farmer should 
be guaranteed a price for so much of his 
products as are consumed in Canada equal 
at least to the cost of producing them. The 
Government, it was suggested, could re- 
cover the money it had to pay out as price 
subsidies by-imposing a processing tax at 
canning factories, packing plants, mills 
and other establishments where such pro- 
ducts are prepared for home consumption. 


This tax, of course, would be passed 
along to the consumer. He would have to 
pay something more than he now pays, 
and something more than the foreign con- 
sumer would have to pay for Canadian- 
grown products. It is easy to see this part 
of the plan will not make any strong bid 
for consumer support. If he is to agree, 
his consent will have to be won on other 
grounds than a prospective increase in his 
cost of living. 


But with the principle that the farmer 
is as much entitled to income protection as 
other people, it is not easy to see how fault 
can be found. And as he happens to be 
numerically stronger than the protected 
classes, his income has more to do with 
making times good or bad for the mass of 
the population. If the farmer cannot earn 
a living, what chance in the long run would 
there be for those in other occupations? 


Maybe the delegates did not hit on the 
best way to establish balance between 
farmer incomes and the incomes of other 
classes. But they have submitted a plan 
that is possible of being put into effect; 
and they base it squarely on the idea that 
there should be equal rights under the law. 
In so doing, they call attention to a con- 
dition of disequilibrium which—by this or 
some other means—will have to be recti- 
fied if the country is to know general and 
stable prosperity.

tion lost the debate by a 
narrow margin. But that is the least notable 
fact to emerge from these contests. The debates 
served to show that even students critical of 
federation believe that some sharp rupture with 
the war-stained precedents of the past must be 
made if humanity is not to stager into the abyss. 

In the local debate, for example, the winning 
team from the University of Saskatchewan 
argued earnestly in favor of some form of inter- 
national law, buttressed by an international 
police force, with authority so overwhelming 
that no stubborn or aggressive state would dare 
flout its mandates. Yet that conception is a 
tremendous leap forward over the present sys- 
tem of national sovereignty, with its power of 
waging war as an instrument of policy. The 
Saskatchewan debaters may have called the 
Alberta team dreamers, but they themselves 
were not immune from the fatal fascination of 
noble ideals. 

In this stirring of ideas lies the most endur- 
ing hope for a just peace organization at the 
end of the war. No one sounded the war drums 
in these university debates. All did their best to 
grapple manfully with a subject which bewilders 
even trained students of foreign affairs. The 
University did a fine bit of work in bringing 
so interesting a discussion of so vital a theme 
before a large audience in Convocation Hall. 

Lord Halifax had at least one astonishing 
statement in his speech on Saturday. He said 
that it became obvious, almost before the echoes 
of the Munich agreement had died away, that 
Hitler in the future would be in no mood for 
continued triumphs by negotiation. He had 

reached a frame of mind, the 
A CLEAN- inference clearly was, in which 
CUT POLICY he thought that Germany's wish 

was always to be the world’s 
command. Ambassador Henderson feels much 
the same about Hitler as Halifax does. He said 
in his report on Germany that the present con- 
flict might never have begun had Hitler not 
whipped himself into a state of almost constant 
mental frenzy which led him actually to prefer 
a bloody war to a bloodless victory. 

The quiet, restrained voice of Lord Halifax 
shook for an instant as he spoke of the cal- 
culated infamy of Hitler. It is obvious that no 
pledges, no agreements, can bind any man who 
has reached the state of mind attributed to him 
by so sober a witness as Sir Nevile Henderson. 

Halifax's speech shows that he believes the 
whole strength of British policy rests upon the 
uncoerced support it earns from a free and 
informed people. It was a noble statement of 
the value of democratic interest in foreign 
affairs. We have gone a long way from the days 
of secret intrigues when it could be charged 
that wars were manufactured in the chancel- 
lories of Europe. 

Dictators may be able to dragoon their en- 
slaved subjects into war, but democracies 
cannot take up arms except in obedience to the 
will of the people. The foreign secretary's tri- 
bute to the British nation, and its unswerving 
quest of an honorable peace, will be cherished 
asa classic statement by the British foreign 
office.

It must do 
justice not only to the Germans’ victims, to the 
Czechs and the Poles, but to the Germans them- 
selves. That means a peace which, if circum- 
stances permit, can be negotiated with a liberal 
German government; a peace which a fair- 
minded German admits in his heart to be fair, 
so fair that it cannot be successfully caricatured 
as a “second Versailles.” Secondly—and this is 
even more important—it must be a peace which 
at least the great majority of the neutral peoples 
can approve. For it will need more for its 
maintenance than the strength and resolution 
of those peoples who are now fighting for free- 
dom. It will be essentially related to the wider 
settlement which alone can make freedom safe; 
and no such settlement is conceivable without 
the co-operation of all the freedom-loving peo- 
ples of the world.—The Round Table. 


Prisoners Wanted! 

Came Mr. Duplessis, late premier of Quebec, 
and he proceeded to put theory into practice. 
Hull badly needed a new jail, and the decision 
was made to create a jail farm where prisoners 
might work on the land, care for stock, produce 
their own living. , 

Presently a little way off the Aylmer road at 
Val Tetreau came into being a splendid estab- 
lishment which cost the people of Quebec some 
$300,000. The jail itself is of grey field stone; 
it is air-conditioned, possesses modern heating 
and plumbing, promises all the comforts of 
home. There are splendid kitchens and laundries 
and other household conveniences; a place, in 
all, where it would be almost a pleasure to do 
ten or sixty days. 

So here was this beautiful jail ready for 
opening when a painful discovery was made— 
Hull hadn't enough prisoners to operate it. It 
has accommodation for 100, and the Hull dis- 
trict hasn't been able to produce more than 
eleven prisoners of late. Two women among the 
eleven would be lost in the great laundry and 
kitchen; nine men would rattle around in the 
cell blocks, wouldn’t be adequate for the farm 
tasks contemplated when the farm was planned. 
It was discovered also that no provision had been 
made for moving prisoners back and forth from 
the court house to the jail—Ottawa Journal. 


Parent Hansard 

In few ways is the intense conservatism of 
our Parliamentary system better exhibited than 
in the announcement of a new editor of Hansard, 
for it will soon be 50 years since there was any 
connection between the name of Hansard and 
the daily publication of the Parliamentary de- 
bates. But members who were not born when 
the change was made continue to speak of Han- 
Sard as a matter of course. 

Actually it was in 1803 that ‘TT. C. Hansard 
began to compile a daily report of proceedings, 
and he soon won high praise from Speakers and 
others for the accuracy of the work. It turned 
out also to be a successful speculation and for 
more than 50 years it was carried on without any 
assistance from the State. 

But as debates became more voluminous a 
subsidy was given to meet cost. In 1855 the 
Treasury arranged to subscribe for 100 copies; 
in 1858 this was increased to 120. In 1877 a regu- 
lar State subvention was given of £3,000; this 
was raised to £4,000 and then to £500 for each 
volume of 960 page 

was changed and the 
official name ceased to be Hansard and te:ame 
“Parliamentary Debates.” But no member of 
Parliament thinks of thus describing them; pre- 
sumably they will be Hansard still when the 
second centenary of T. C. Hansard’s enterprise 
is reached; always assuming that there is stil] a 
Parliament in 2003.--Manchester Guardian. 


The Blockade and Trade 


Britain is making of her blockade a sort of 
two-edged sword. She is using it to deprive 
Germany of supplies and of foreign exchange 
with which to buy exchange. She is using it also 
to augment British supplies and to build up a 
British foreign exchange fund. 

In a world so much devoted to the exchange 
of goods as Ours is, a blockade necessarily brings 
about a tremendous amount of dislocation. When 
Germany is deprived of supplies, it is not Ger- 
many alone that is injured. The country that 
sells to Germany is hurt, too. And, possibly, 
some merchant natior, like Holland or Belgium, 
that acts as a go-between, suffers. The same is 
true when German exports are held up. 

It becomes necessary, therefore, in the in- 
terests of good feeling, for Britain, when she 
interferes with German trade, to soften the blow 
by providing a market for the goods which Ger- 
many is not allowed to get, and by providing the 
goods which Germany is not allowed to sell. 

It is epparent, from the number of trade 
treaties recently negotiated and in process of 
negotiation, that Great Britain—and to a lesser 
extent France—is doing al! she can to keep the 
trade of the world going. Trade treaties have 
already been negotiated with Italy, Sweden and 
Turkey and are in process of negotiation with 
Spain and Finland and with the other Balkan 
and Scandinavian countries.—Vancouver Prov- 
ince.

H. H. Stevens Charges 
Program Falls Short

Canada's participation in the 
Empire Air-training scheme had 
been minimized to a point far 
short of the British and other 
Dominions’ objective, Hon. H. H. 
Stevens, Conservative member 
for Kootenay West, charged in an 
interview here Monday. He said 
that in not a single department of 
war effort had the government 
lived up to the national aspira- 
tions of the peopie of Canada. 


Mr. Stevens stopped over in Ed- 
monton to address members of the | 
Canadian and Kiwanis Clubs at a. 
luncheon meeting at the Macdonald | 
hotel. Monday evening he will ad- | 
dress a meeting of Conservatives at 
the Macdonald. He will leave for! 
Ottawa on Monday evening over | 
C.N.R. lines. 


MAIN ISSUE 
Canada’s war effort will be the! 


foremost question in the coming 
session of parliament, Mr. Stevens 
stated. 


“A great many of us in political | 
life and a vast numer of private | 
people feel, that while the govern- | 
ment, as far as radio talks are con- | 
cerned, seem to indicate consider- 
able interest in the war, neverthe- 
less as far as actual participation | 
Canada’s effort to the present time} 
has been very lame,” Mr. Stevens | 
stated. 

Commenting on the air training 
acheme, Mr. Stevens said it had 
been minimized to a point where 
it will be far short of the Brit- 
ish and other Dominions’ objec- 
tive. | 

Many little things point to gov: | 
ernment weakness in the prosecu- 
tion of the war effort, he stated, 
and was critical of the equipping of 
men with bare necessities terming 
it “grossly amateurish.” 

Mr. Stevens said the next session 
will be an extremely: difficult one. 
“If the opposition complains it will 
be accused of hampering Canada’s 
war effort, and will be charged with | 
obstruction,” he said. 


“COMFORT TO ENEMY” 

“We will be told that ‘we are 
giving comfort to the enemy,’ but 
that must not deter public spirited 
citizens from pointing-out-the gov- 
secuting Canada’s war effort,” he 
added. 

Mr. Stevens predcited the election 
would be called for May and said 
that if the public is fully aroused 
over Canada’s war efforts it will 
seek a substitute for this adminis- 
tration.

To First War Loan 


OTTAWA, Jan. 22.—Hon. J. L. Ralston, finance minis- 
ter, Joined by representatives of allied governments and the 
nine provinces of the Dominion, last night thanked the people 
of Canada for their efforts that made the first loan of the 
seccnd Great War such an overw helming success. 


“Fellow Canadians—this Do- 
minion thanks you all,” said Col. 
Ralston, 

The federal finance minister spoke | 
from Ottawa on a national network | 
of the Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration. Also speaking from here 
were Sir Gerald Campbell, British 


| 


high commissioner to Canada; Count | 


Robert de Dampierre, French min- 
ister; and Victor Podoski, Polish 
consul general. 

PROVINCIAL SPEAKERS 

Representing the provices 
speaking from _ points 
across the Dominion, 
Thane Campbell, Prince. Edward 
Island; Premier A. L. Macdonald, 
Nova Scotia; J. J. Hayes-Doone, 
provincial treasurer of New bruns- 
wick; J, A, Mathewson, provincial 
treasurer of Quebec; Premier Hep- 
burn, Ontario; S. S. Garson, 
vincial treasurer of Manitoba; Pre-

“Naturally, I am very happy to- 
night,” said Col, Ralston. “Just 
one week ago I asked my fellow- 
Canadians to make the success of 
Canada’s first war loan of $200,000,- 
000 overwhelmingly decisive. 


“On Tuesday, the second day 
after the books opened, the 
amount of cash subscriptions was 
$248,000,000, an oversubscription 


in two days of $49,000,000. 


“That smashing response from 
Canada rang around the world.” 

The finance minister recounted 
how the books were kept open so 
the smaller investor might have a 
chance to gain a tangible stake in 
the war. When applications were 
totalled it was found cash subscrip- 
tions amounted to $321,276,850, “And 
besides that a total of conversion 
subscriptions of $53,300,000, .naking 
a grand total of $374,576,850.” 


TELLS GRAPHIC STORY 

“Those figures tell a more graphic 
story than I could,” said Col. Ral- 
ston, “Canadians can take un- 
bounded satisfaction in the unmis- 
takable demonstration that the 
Dominion is resolved to see this 
war through, 


The finance minister said he 
wished to thank everybody for 
the success of the loan but those 
who had a part in the organiza- 
tion would be the first to admit 
that all planning and organization 
would have been futile if the 
people of Canada had not been 
ready and eager with their sup- 
Port, 

“You wanted to get into this war,” 
he told his listeners. “You wanted 
to do your part. The success is 
yours.” 

So many small subscribers re- 
sponded to the call for support of 
the loan, Mr, Ralston said, that the 
final total had not yet been com- 
piled. However, officials are con- 
fident that probably one-half of the 
amount of the Joan alloted for cash 
will be in the hands of persons who 
subscribed for sums of from $50 to 
$5,000,
